This is a complete restoration of the mural, which was originally painted in 1983. The site
is a long retaining wall on Upper Market St., where the mural has been an iconic
neighborhood landmark for 40 years. The abstract landforms are meant to reflect the
strata of the hill behind the concrete retaining wall, which was built in 1945. At the time the
original mural was painted, there was less awareness of the effects of climate change and
land usage. But since then, the mural has stood to remind us that humans in the urban
setting still partake of the land's power. The strong color and sweeping forms are intended
to remind viewers of this, as they walk or drive up Market Street.
